hall last evening. 
"Until a few days 


ago we never knew him to be out of 
humor. 
He then became despondent 


and talked of how it made him feel 
blue to look at our home here; it made 
him think of our home where mother 
lived at Folsom. 
We tried to cheer 


him up and the neighbors helped us, 
but without success. 
At noon today 


he came home for lunch, still blue. 
We noticed him searching about the 
house and when, he left we found a 
number of notes telling us he was 
going to kill himself in the Truckee 
river. We then surmised he had been 
Booking for something with which to 
commit the act and hurriedly tele- 
phoned to the officers.

sible under the restrictions of the first 
corporation which was formed when 
the road was built many years ago. 


Since then many of the laws regu- 


lating corporations and common car- 
riers have" changed arid It is to secure 
the organization of the company on the 
most advantageous 
basis 
that the 


change is made. 


The chief object of the incorporation 


is to build the new road to Harden- 
ville, a 'distance of. twenty-two miles 
from Carson, tapping a rich section of 
the state.

The three- bondsmen yesterday sent

"He stated that he would tui n the

One of the bondsmen speaking of the 


mattei yesteiday stated that they had 
no desire to unduly press the matter 
ig-ainst Mr Updike and while they 
•v\ ere not informed as to the merits 
of the claJm against Mr Updike, the 
attorneys for the estate had made a 
loimal and legal demand for the prop- 
erty a"d that they as the sureties- on 
Mr Updike's bond were liable for any 
amount up to $3000 each 
They, there- 


fore were going to demand that the 
matter be settled at once, and that they 
be discharged by the court from fur- 
tner liability on the bond
